RECIPE OF THE WEEK

V. c green pepper 
2 T minced onion

six ingredients. Add beaten eggs, 
com, green pepper and onion. 
Pour into a greased baking dis'n 
set in a pan of hot water and 
bake in a medium oven, 325 deg¬ 
rees. for 45 minutes.
